been drowned by the Inundation, were continually 
griving to Land; and that the Sea had thrown upa 
reat Quantity of the Goods, and other valuable lf- 
fecis, which had been fet adrift by the feveral Wrecks 
and Inundation of the City. They gave Notice al- 
fo, that the Shores were throng’d with a great Con- 
courfe of People, whom the Defire of Plunder had 
brought together. Upon which his Excellency gave 
Orders to the Corregidor to go with a great Number 
of Soldiers, and others, to the Villages of Mi/afores 
and Chorrifles in the Junfdittion of his Command ; 
there to caufe all fuch dead Bodies as he fhould meet 
with along the Coatt, to be interr’d; and to fecure 
ail the Goods which the Sea was continually cafting 
up. ‘The fame Orders were given to the Town- 
Meior of Ca/lao; and alfo to the Tribunal of the 
Coniulate of Merchants, directing them immediately 
to take the propereft Meatures to prevent the Em- 
bezzlement of iuch Effeéts, and to colleé&t together all 
that could be found, in order to reftore the fame tothe 
Perfons who fhould afterwards appear to be the Pro- 
prietors, according to the Rules ot Juftice, and Laws 
of Commerce. And that none might prefume to 
fleal or plunder any of the Effects which were fo 
collected together, a Proclamation was iffued, makin 
it Death for any Body to purloin the leaft Trifle be- 
longing to them; and to enfore this Edi&t, two Gib- 
bets were immediately erected at Lima, and two others 
on the Strand of Ca//ao; that by the Sight of thefe 
Engines of Punifhment, all evil-minded Perfons might 
be deterr’d from fecreting, and not difcovering fuch 
Goods as they had pick’d up. 

Farther, the Viceroy augmented the Number of 
Soldiers in the two Companies of Horfe and Foot 
Guards, and paid them in Proportion ; and appointed 
three feveral Corps of thefe Soldiers, continually to 
patrole about the City, in order to prevent Murders, 
Robberies, and other Mifchiefs, which the defolate 
Condition of the Houfes might facilitate, and which 
(he neceflitous Circumftances of many might excite, 
eipecially among the incorrigible Mob and common 
People, on whom the moft ditmal SpeGacle, which 
they had of this Difafter before their Eyes, could not 
maxe any Impreflion; and therefore it was fit that 
taeir Infolence fhould be reftrained by the Fear of 
incurring a rigorous Punifhment. 

By thefe provident and well-regulated Difpofitions, 
s =xcellency very much mitigated the Calamity, 
Which, in Cafes of this Nature, is ufually rather in- 
creas'd by the Confufion than the Evil itfelf. And, 
ingeed, nothing lefs than an exaét Obedience to his 
Urders, could have preferved the Authority and Re- 
spect due to him, when engaged in quelling that im- 
Petuous Tumult, wherewith the City was diftragled 


his 
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by the falfe Rumour which atone and the fame Time 
was ipread through every Part of it; namely, that 
the Sea was rifling and advancing {wittly towards tt; 
Infomuch that the People ran in contus'd Multtades 
towards the Mountains, there to feek a Place ct 
Safety. 

The Hurry with which every one puth'd forward 
was fo irrefiftible, that even thole, who, from the ©: 
cumftances of the Report which rendered it incredi- 
ble, and the Knowledge of much fuch another Acci- 
dent, which happened in the Year 1686, did not be- 
lieve it, fuffered themfelves, however, to be carricd 
on, or rather were impelled by the general ‘Torrent. 
The People were almoft dead with the Fright and 
Fatigue; and fome of them actually died, notwiti- 
fianding the Daylight, which yet remained, might 
have convinced them of their Error; but the fitt 
Report flill prevailing, confirm’d them in a Re.oluuon 
{till to proceed. 

In ‘Truth, the Confternation their Minds were in 
on Account of the Difafter at Ce//ec, made their 
Fright thus get the better of their Reaton; and {fo 
perplexed their ‘Thoughts, that they could not call to 
Mind how high the City ftands in Refpect to the Seas 
for in the Great Square the Ground is elevated near 
170 Yards above the Surface of the Ocean, and {ll 
continues rifing in the Parts that lie towards the Ealt ; 
and therefore that it was impoflible fuch a Thing 
could happen in a Place where the Land lay fo high 
above the Sea. 

His Excellency confidering the dangerous Confe- 
quences that might attend this unlucky Incident, 
mounted his Horfe, refolving to follow after, and pe- 
netrate into the Midft of the confufed Multitude; and 
no fooner was his Prefence feen among them, but the 
Uproar was quelled, and the tumultuous Cries and 
Shrieks of the People were hufh’d ina Moment; and 
what neither the ftri€t Relation of conjugal Love, the 
natural ‘l‘endernefs for their Children, nor the 
Thoughts of abandoning their Eftates, could effect, 
the Word of Command of one fingle Man imme- 
diately brought about. Every one halted on the Spot; 
and beginning to perceive the whole Delufion, which 
they were incapable of obferving before through 
their Fright, it was the moft moving Spectacle that 
could be. In their Retreat back again, the Separa- 
tion of Perfons nearly related, and the Moanings of 
Mothers for their Children, occafioned another Scene 
of frefh Confufion, which rendered them infenfible 
of their Fatigue and Wearinefs. ‘Thus he delivei’d 
the People out of a Danger which might have prov'd 
almoft as fatal as that of an Inundation. 

His next Care was, to provide for the Relief of 
the Monafteries; for which Purpofe he gave Orders 
that they fhould be fupplied on their feveral Credits 
with Bread and Flefh-meat; and that the Aldermen 
of the City thould divide among themfelves the Care 
of al] thofe Fraternities ; and to demaith fuch Parts 
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of their Convents as threatened Ruin, and to protect them

9. Fumes Young, was indicted for forging and ut 
tering a certain falfe and counterfeit Will, with in- 
tent to defraud Yo/eph Bennet, Feb. 15. “The Fact 
being plainly proved againit him, he was found 
@uitvy. Deatu. 

Fumes Young, aged 27, was born at Ediaburgh in 
Scotland, had an Education to read and write, but was 
bred to no Bufinels. Before his Parents had deter- 
mined in what Method to introduce him into the 
World, he took himfelf away from them, and went 
to Sea. ‘This was when he was about Eleven or 
‘Twelve Years of Age, and he has in general fol- 
lowed that Way of Life ever fince. Since his being 
difcharged the Service, he kept a Houfe, whereto Sea- 
men ufed to refort ; fo that having an Opportunity to 
over-hear cheir ‘Talk, it was no very dificult Matter 
for him to find an Opportunity of putting in Practice 
his wicked Purpofes to cheat and defraud the unwary. 

He faid, it was his Bufinefs to find out Tickets; 
what he meant by it, I could not perfuade him to own 
clearly. Some, who had known him very well, did 
not fcruple to fay, that this was not the firft Time of 
his tranfgrefling in this Way, and that he had been a 
bad Fellow: But he was determined to fay the con- 
trary, and was fo far from owning any other Cafe of 
this Kind, that he would not take upon himfelf the 
whole Scene of Iniquity perpetrated in this vile 
Scheme, but perfifted to the Jaft in declaring, that one 
William Brockman was the Man that betrayed him 
into this wicked Affair. He faid he owed him Mo- 
ney, and that he had frequently asked him for it; 
but that the lait Time of asking, he propofed the 
Thing to him, as the Means whereby he might pay 
himielf. Brockman, he faid, had fearched the Books, 
and found William Bennet vacant, as it is called in 
their technical ‘Terms, 7. ¢. dead, and he told Young, 
that he was the real Executor of his Wil], which he 
had provided for the Purpole, and that if he would go 
to the Commons and prove it, he might receive the 
Money, and pay himielf; and though he was advifed 
of it, that this did not agree with the Account he had 
formerly given, yet he infilted upon it to be, as he 
faid. He would not confefs the forging of the Will, 
nor figning it, but his Conicience charged him Home; 
and with Refpect to his taking the Oath that he was 
James, Brother of HW iiiam Bennzt, he had great Un- 
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Numb. XTy, 
eafinefs in his Mind, and lamented very much y, 
having thus forfworn himfelf. , 
If he was not the wicked Contriver of the whole 
Forgery, he was the main Inftrument by which the 
Cheat was to be brought about, and without his P;j. 
vity and Confent to the Whole, it is fcarce Credible 
how he could have entered into any Share of jr. He 
was much uneafy and troubled in his Mind to the 1A 
and declared himfelf heartily forry for what he had 
Gone; but for what Reafons I know not, he feems 
not to have declared the whole Truth of the Affair - 
Which he was the more preffed to do, that fuch bad 
Praétices might in fome Meafure be expofed, and Im. 
pofitions of this Nature be guarded zgainft for the fy. 
ture; which every Difcovery of this Nature may 
tend to do.

Patrick Roney, otherwife Kelly, aged 23, was born 
at Dublin, and bred up with a tolerable Education in 
the Fear of the Lord, and with good Care and In- 
ftruction, and had not his own natcral Inclination 
turned him afide another Way, he might have done 
very Well in.the World, not wanting the Affiftance of 
briends. He was bound Apprentice to a Silk Wea- 
ver, but after a fhort Time run away from his Maiier, 
and has been Abroad four Years; he faid at firit in 
the Service of the Government, but upon farther En- 
quiry, he owned that he had been tran{ported, and 
had returned before his Time was out; {fo that his 
Plea of Defence, that he had not been above a Week 
in London before the Robbery was committed, for 
which he fuffered, was rather an Aggravation, than 
alleviating of his Crime. He was eafily led into any 
Wickednefs, as appears by his being {o cafily per- 
fuaded by Yames Young to enter into a Scheme for at- 
tempting an Efeape out of the Ceils of Newgate; 
which however improbable to bring to Effect, he hac, 
in order thereto, fawed Part of his Fetters, Gc. fos 
which he was chained down to the Floor. 7

‘oined Conan, and iaak together. When the 
Boy came away with the Portmanteau, they all fol- 
lowed. Roney took it away, he faid, and crofling the 
Ficet-Market, while others detained the Boy, ran up 
Fleet-Street, and being overtaken by Ba/foww, was ad- 
vifed by ne to crofs ‘the Water with it. He behaved 
yery well lately, lamented his Condition with ‘lears, 
and feemed very penitent. 

John Baflew, aged 40, was born (as he firft told 
me) at Trumpington, near Cambridge ; was bred a 
Cooper, and worked for feveral Years in different 
Towns in that Neighbourhood, and declared himfelf 
a very harmilefs, innocent Perfon, but unfortunately, 
and without the leaft Defign of ill in him, he had fal- 
len into the Scrape. ‘This was his Story before, but 
afier the Warrant came down, he changed his Note ; ; 
and 1 when I came to talk with him, when all Hopes 
were palt, he faid, he would declare his whole Mind 
to me, and begun as follows, wz. That he was born 
in York/bire, the particular Pla ace he would not name, 

or fear of bringing a Scandal upon his Family. His 
Parents however, he faid, were not able to give him 
any Education, but put him out Apprentice to an 
Ur ncle, a Farmer in the Neighbourhood when he was 
very young. But fome how or other, Things did not 
go well with him there, and he run away 3 OF 4 
Times, but was bronght back again to his Service, 
and seceiued proper Chaftiement for his feveral 
Elopements. 

The firt Employ he entered into in London (a hope- 
ful one indeed) was to be a Tapfter to an Alehoutle, 
and that not of the beft Repute; and here he could 
not flay long, but, as he pretended, having a Sort of a 
~onging to fee his Parents again, he returned to Yoré- 
“rre, n no better Condition, if fo good, than when he 
fst left that Country. 

About two Years ago, he was indicted at Yoré fora 
Robbery, and capitally convicted; however, the Pro- 
ge not being w illing to facrifice the Son of a 
Neighbour and Country man, for the Injury done him, 
made what Intereft he could, an d it was fufficient for 
va lime to fave him from fuffering the Sentence of

on this Side the Grave from the Pollutions of Sin, or 
free him hereafter from the Punifhment due to the

which we fhall give our Readers the following 
curious Eextradls. 
HE truly interefting Moment is that when 
the Chickens hatch, and this Moment, the Suc- 

cefs of which is to reward thofe who take the Charge "" 

of theie Stoves, for all their Care and Trouble, will 

yet require fome further Attention. Some Chickens 

which would otherwife lofe their Lives, may be ftill 

faved by helping them to get out of their Shells, and 

that isa Piece of Affiftance they could not receive 

from a Hen. 
‘The Chicken is almoft a round Ball as it lies in its 

Shel], the Neck is bent and difpoted along the Bells 
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and the Bill is turned under the Wing as we often fee 
in Birds afleep. The Chicken however in this Situ- 
ation is to break its Shell; and this it performs by 
Strokes of its Bill: The firft Eife&t of thefe Strokes 
is a {mall Crack, for the moft Part between the Mid- 
dle of the Egg and its bigger End: ‘he Fore-part 
of the Chicken points towards that End, and the Hind- 
part towards the lefler End. ‘The Chicken then, by 
ftriking the Shell with its Bill, infenfibly turns itfelf 
about from the Left tothe Right, and it is accordingly 
always from the Left to the Right, that it prolongs 
the Crack firft made in the Shell, till it extends almott 
quite round the Circumference of the Circle the Bill 
has defcribed ; and it is commonly the Work of near 
half a Day, fora Chicken to get out of its Shell. 
To get out, it pufhes its Body forward with its Feet, 
and thus it forces the anterior Part of the Shell to rife 
up, and fo compleats the breaking away the Shivers, 
that fil) conneét that half Shell with the inferior one. 
When it is thus got almoft quite out, it draws its Head 
from under the Wing, where it had till then remained : 
It next extends its Neck, but is ftill frequently feveral 
Minutes attempting, before it has the Strength to raife 
itfelf; by little and little it then feems to grow ftronger, 
and when it has for a little while dragged its Legs 
after it, it at laft becomes able to ftand upon them, to 
ftretch out and ereét its Neck, and to carry its Head 
upright. 

Nobody is ignorant how great a Part of the Sufte- 
nance of the People in the Country, and even of thofe 
alfo who live in great Towns, confilts of Eggs in fome 
Way or other; and confequently the Increafe or the 
Abundance of Eggs is no lefs defirable, than that of 
Chickens themfelves; and how can fuch an Abun- 
dance be any Way fo well brought about, as by in- 
creafing the Number of the Hens; or what comes to 
the fame Thing, by the hatching a greater Number 
of Chickens? -it has beep obferved, that this Affair 
is carried in Egypt to fuch a Height, as that they are 
there able to fell kggs at about two and twenty -pence, 
cr at moft, half a Crown a Thoufand. 

M. de Reaumur taught us long fince, that the Way 
to preferve Eggs is to varnifh them, and thus they may 
be preferved for feveral Months together, or even dur- 
ing the Space of a whole Year, as frefh as when they 
were but juft laid. He now points out to us an Expe- 
dient yet more fimple, and at the fame Time equally 
efficacious: And that is only lightly to fmear over 
their Shells, with Butter, Greafe, or Oil. ‘There is al- 
fo another Manner to have I'ggs, that may be kept a 
great while without {poiling, and which cannot but be 
looked upon as fomewhat curious; this Method con- 
fits in the procuring of barren Eggs, or juch as have 
no Germs, that is, fuch as have never bcen impreg- 
nated by the Male; for fuch Eggs will not at a] 
corrupt and grow rotten, even though they are fet for 
a long while together under a Hen, or kept as long in 
a Stove. 

Hens, which go about freely with the Cocks, do 
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fometimes neverthelefs lay barren Eggs. But one 
cannot be affured, that the Eggs which they lay are 
barren, unleis they have been kept apart from aay 
Cock for fome Space of Time. And Experience ha, 
fhewed, that the treading of a Cock will be fufficiens 
to make all thofe Eggs fruitful, which fhall be laid af. 
terwards for above a Month together.
